and all past infringements of the Intellectual Property; any and all patents in the United States of 
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America, its territorial possessions, or any foreign territories which may be granted therefor or 
thereon; and, to any and all divisional, continuing, substitute, renewal, reissue or other 
applications of any kind which have been or shall be filed in the United States of America, its 
territorial possessions, or any foreign territories, or any claims for any benefit of priority deriving 
therefrom. 

Assignor hereby authorizes and requests the Commissioner of Patents and 
Trademarks to grant and issue any and all patents to said Assignee, and to record the assignment 
from the Assignor to the Assignee as the Assignee shall desire.
